LITERARY  NOTES. 


It  is  related  of  Dr.  Oliver  AYeinlell 
Holmes  that  tlurin*,'  liis  visit  to  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  at  Philadelphia,  he  railed  at  Gi¬ 
rard  College  anti  was  shown  all  through 
the  built liii g  by  an  intelligent  boy  usher 
who  had  not  been  informed  of  the  name 
of  the  visitor  whom  he  was  conducting 
through  the  college.  Upou  arriving  at 
the  room  where  Stephen  Girard's  old  ear- 
!  riage  is  exhibited,  the  boy  explained  that 
the  old  vehicle  was  commonly  called  “  Dr. 
Hobnes's  One-H«*rse  Sbny  ”  “Indeed." 
replietl  the  genial  p >et.  “I  presume,  t»f 
course,”  asked  the  boy,  “that  you  have 
read  the  poem?”  “Oh,  yes,”  replied  Dr. 
Holmes,  “have you?”  The lny answered 
in  the  affirmative,  anti  assured  his  visitor 
that  it  was  the  only  i>oem  he  had  ever 
read  from  which  he  lmd  derived  genuine 
enjoyment.  “  I  intent  l  g*  >ing  fo  Bv  »st*  >n  *in 
a  week  or  two,"  said  the  1h>v.  “and  have 
wonderetl  if  it  would  la-  pr< p  r  f.»r  me  tti 
call  ujxn  Dr.  H**lmes,  Int  aust:  I  have  t>f- 
ten  wishetl  I  cmiltl  see  him.  They  say 
he’s  at  the  Centennial  now,  and  I  weut 
there yestert lay  t*  <  see  if  l»y  chance  I  might 
see  him,  but  was  disa]>]N*intetl.”  The 
Doctor,  now  thoroughly  amused,  advised 
his  young  admirer  by  all  means  to  call  up¬ 
on  his  favorite  i»t>et  when  in  Boston,  as¬ 
suring  him  that  he  liatl  not  thv  least 
doUbt  tbat  Dr.  Holmes  would  lie  glatl  to 
see  him.  Some  three  weeks  afterwards 
the  bov  called  at  the  resilience  .  *f  the  p  *et, 
and  was  jostonished  t*>  timl  in  him  the 
same  gentleman  he  1  md  emit lucted  through 
Girard  College.  Dr.  Holnu-s  kejit  the 
lad  at  his  home  for  several  < lays,  ami  sus¬ 
tains  at  tlie  present  day  a  regular  corre-  ’ 
spondence  with  tlielmy,  who  is  n*»w  em 
ployed  in  a  large  mercantile  house  in 
New  York  City. 

Richard  Savage,  the  Stratford-on  Avon 
librarian,  has  found  a  real  lx  .ok  worm  ami 
has  matte  a  jx  t  of  him.  “  I  found  a  little 
fellow,”  he  says,  “on  Decemlier  27,  1HJS4, 
in  our  libraiy,  in  a  copy  of  the  *  Theatrum 
Poetaruin'  of  Hilwanl  Philli}»s,lC75.  He 
hail  mat le  his  way  only  alx.ut  lndf  an  inch 
up  the  back  of  the  lx*>k.  I  placed  him 
in  a  small  pill  Wt,  ami  gave  him  a  few 
bits  of  the  biick  «>f  an  olti  Ixaok. for  f*x>d. 
On  looking  even-  «lhy,  I  always  fount  l  him 
at  the  top  of  the  lx.x,  so  l  concluded  he 
wanted  air,  and  I  then  pricked  some 
holes  thrt  >ugh  the  t*  >p  w  ith  a  pin.  He  lias 
since’ remained  at  the  lmttoin  of  the  lx.x, 
feet  ling  and  growing  till  he  litus  enlarged 
from  about  one-eighth  of  an  inch  to  full, 
three  sixteenths,  juid  thicker  in  proba¬ 
tion.  I  have  examinetl  him  carefully  in 
the  sunlight  with  an  onlinury  lens.  He 
seemed  ilisturlied  by  the  light  or  heat,  so 
I  turneil  him  on  his  bm-k,  mill  found  that 
he  had  six  legs  at  the  fore  part  of  his  lxxlv, 
the  hintler  two  being  at  about  half  his 
length;  ami  these,  no  doubt,  are  of  great 
use  in  his  lx«ring.  He  has  a  tiny  dark 
tippet!  nose,  wlm-li  seems  very  hard,  ami 
a  heatl  of  a  ver>  light  amber  color.  His 
body  is  of  a  transpan  nt  ‘  white  wax  like 
color,’  and  has  lmir  ujmn  it,  for  I  noticed 
portions  of  the  refuse  *>f  his  mastieut.it >ns 
atlhering  Ut  him,  a  little  distance  from  Iris 
skin.  This  the  third  I  have  found  here : 
the  first  in  August  last,  w  hich  I  f.tolislily 
destroyetL  Tlie  sts-oml  was  fount  1  on 
December  2G,  smtl  l<«t  ;  but  the  present 
specimen  is  alive,  and  apparently  in  good 
health,  this  day.” 

Mr.  Thomas  Bailey  Aldrich,  etlitor  of 
the  jitUintic  Monthly,  who  is -pronounced 
by  many  to  lie  the  hiuidsoim-Nt  gentleman 
in  the  world  of  letters,  is  of  light  com¬ 
plexion,  has  a  fine  forehead  ami  well  cut 
features.  His  jin.tile  is  particularlv  tine. 
Although  always  <be.4sed  in  tlie ‘latest 
style,  he  is  not  inclined  to  foppishness, 
but  is  always  neat  in  dress.  Li  manners, 
Mr.  Aldrich  is  very  courteous  ami  exceed¬ 
ingly  refined.  He  is  4U  years  of  age, 
and  resides  in  Boston. 


BERIN  S  FOLLY.

Atiu'Ug  the  rmtuntains  in  the  wi-stem 
f»art  <>f  Pennsylvania  lies  the  Black  D*g 
Valley  More  than  half  a  century  ago. 
tlie  valley  was  «.wne<l  by  a  wealthy  Phila- 
.  lelphian*  whol  channetl  by  its  wiltl  lieauty, 
<h  termine*!  at  all  costs  to  have  there  a 
summer  house.  He  wh<.  kn*»ws  Phila 
dt  lplna  ne<tLs  not  to  lie  told  how  dear  U» 
the  heart  of  its  citizen  is  the  red  brick. 
S>  it  w  ill  occasion  no  surprise  when  I  tell 
you  that  Berin's  Folly,  as  it  was  called  for 
years,  w*<*  built  of  brick,  -  though  every 
brick  hail  U*  ltc  cartlwl  sixty  miles.  Tlien 
wagon  loot  Is  of  furniture  set  out  from  the 
banks  "f  the  Delaware,  crept  wearily  Ui 
the  Susquehanna,  ami  traversing  the 
rough  r. mils  over  mountains  and  through 
gaps,  r<-ach«sl  Black  Log,  where  the 
great  double-di xtr  of  the  “ Folly”  pwallow 
etl  ujt  their  contents.  Then  came  the 
family  in  their  own  carriage.  Ami  for 
that  rtuinpier  life  in  Black  Ltg  Valley  was 
Arcatlia.  Bnt  the  j<  turney  ht  tine  w  as  Coltl, 
tiresome  ami  dispiriting,  so  the  next  spring 
an  agent  came,  sold  the  fmmiture  at  auc 
tit  tn,  ami  left  the  “Ft  illy”  w  aU-hing  through 
its  two  dormer  windows  in  the  roof,  far 
tlown  the  valley  and  over  Kearney's  Gap, 
'for  the  loaded  furniture  wagon  ami  grand 
carriage  that  never  came  again. 

For  years  the  mansion  sUtod  there, 
harassed  by  wind  anti  weather,  helpless 
to  defend  itself.  Now  a  blast  would  tear 
off  a  shutter.  Now  a  gust  twitches!  the 
shingles  fr<  tin  the*  rt  mf  or'  battered  in  a 
window.  And  one-long  winter  the  sup¬ 
pressed  and  pressed  with  cruel  jiersisten- 
cy,  until  worn  out  by  the  struggle,  the 
r*x.f  gave  way,  errrying  its  Uirmentor 
with  it,  to  lie  an  agent  of  destruction  in¬ 
side  the  house. 

At  length  Black  Lig  valley  was  divided 
into  fiunis  and  ]>ass<Ul  into  other  hands. 
And  the  tumbledown  “Folly”  came  by 
inheritance  into  the  posession  of  a  man  as 
ruined  ami  wretched  as  itself.  John  Fay 
had  been  very  clever  as  a  boy.  In  early 
manhood  his  uriml  had  lieen  brilliant  but 
not  well  balanced.  At  30  he  was  an  in¬ 
ventor,  always  hopeful,  always  visionary, 
generally  unsuccessful.  And  now  at  35 
his  mind  had  partially  given  way  under 
repeated  failures  and  consequent  ill-for¬ 
tune.

His  |xxir 
little  I  tody ‘could  scarcely  support  itself, 
and  even  Scrap  was  tWheavy  a  burden 
for  him  to  cany.  It  was  tliimer-time, 
and  with  liis  stepfather's  wild  eyes  ajHtn 
him,  he  sat  tlown  at  tlie  table,  ate  a  few 
mouthfuls  ami  slipped  the  rest  of  the 
foixl  into  his  pocket  for  the  dog.  Fay  saw 
this  anti  asked  in  a  thundering  voice 
w  lmt  he  was  doing  and  bade  him  put  it 
back  on  the  plate  saving,  “  It  is  enough  to 
have  fo  provide  for  you  w  ith  w  asting  food 
on  dogs.*’  Marty,  trembling,  put  back 
only'  part  of  the  bread.  Fay  appeared 
not  to  notice  this  and  bides  his  time.  The 
lx>y  lingered,  hoping  to  sjieak  to  his 
mother  alone,  but  could  get  no  opportun¬ 
ity,  juid  finally  slipjtetl  away  to  take  the 
ft  x  m1  in  liis  pocket  to  his  wounded  friend. 
Fay  followed. 

•  Beside  a  fallen  tree  jay  Marty  weeping 
pitifully — and  close  to  him  Scrap  was 
stretched  out  in  too  much  pain  to  eat  tlie 
tell-tale  finnl  liefore  him.  Fay  was  ip 
sanely  angry,  ami  as  the  first  Wow  fell 
from  his  w  alking  stick  it  struck  both  boy 
ami  dog — but  Marty  threw  his  little 
twisted  Gnly  so  as  to  shield  poor  Scrap 
--ami  as  the  blows  cantinued  he  still  lay 
in  that  jHtsition  crying,  “0  father!  O 
father!"  He  was  not  calling  John  Fay 
father.  He  never  called  him  that.  Per¬ 
haps  he  was  beseeching  aid  from  his 
heavenly  Father.  Perhaps  he  was  dimly 
remembering  the  half-forgotten  father  of 
liis  babyhood.

But « *n 
he  ruslit-d  until  when  alx»ut  half-way  up 
he  stumble*  1  anil  fell  heavily.  What 
thrills  ran  through  the  old  house  from 
garret  to  cellar  and  how  it  tremble*!  ami 
shtx,k  with  tlie  supreme  effort  it  w  as  mak 
ing!  The  tiiuliers  that  hail  long  since 
failed  t*>  support  the  rickety  stairs,  stag 
gered  l  tack  ward  ami  forward  for  a  minute, 
then  colhqiaed  willi  a  crash.  Ami  as  the 
trembling  woman  on  the  lamhng  alx|»ve 
saw  with  mingled  horror  ami  relief  her 
husband  thsajtjs  ar  with  the  wreck  of  the 
staircase,  the  "Folly,"  tune- worn  alnd 
weather-beaten,  pulled  itself  together 
with  some  of  its  old  pride — for  Marty  w  as 
saved. 

It  was  a  ilifferent  John  Fay  who 
mouths  afterward  walked  out  of  the 
great  double  door,  from  the  one  who  fell 
with  the  rickety  stairs.  The  shock  *>r 
rest  tuid  quiet  or  met  heal  care,  or  }>erha|pH 
all  combined,  bad  restored  the  unhinged 
mind — the  fragile  woman  by  bis  side 
had  lost  her  look  of  fear  ami  anxiety.
